Gov. Gardner, who is in St. Louis to- 
day attending to some private business 
matters, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had not seen either James E. 
Smith of Ben G. Brinkman relative to 
accepting appointments to the Board of 
Police Commissioners. He said that he 


did not come to St. Louis on official 
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business. Mrs. Gardner is here with the 
Governor. 

Brinkman said yesterday that he posi- 
tively could not accept the appointment, 
but the Governor believed that he would 
change his mind. Smith is expected to 
accept. 

Senator John F. Morton of Richmond, 
President pro tem. of the Senate, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the Planters 
Hotel that he expected all of Gov. Gard- 
ner’s revenue raising measures, includ- 
ing the bill creating a State Tax Com- 
mission, would be passed by the Legisla- 
ture. Senator Morton is one of the 
group of Senators controlling the des- 
tiny of bills in the Senate. 

More Revenue Needed. 

These bills would increase the revenue 
of the State by $2,500,000 to $3,600,000, Sen- 
ator Morton pointed out. All of the 
money is needed to properly conduct the 
business of the State, he said. 

Gov. and Mrs. Gardner came to St. 
Louis last night and are staying at the 
Planters Hotel, having closed their 
home on West Pine boulevard. 

It became known today .that Gov. 
Gardner had slated. Charles J. Lammert 
for member of the Police Board, but de-

f a Police Commissioner is only | 
$1000 a year, while that of an Election

One of the reasons for making the 
change was that if Lammert had been 
on the Police Board he might have 
found himself in an embarrassing posi- 
tion in casé of labor troubles. He is 
president of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil. 

The’ Governor also had intended to 
appoint Wilbur B. Jones as one of the 
Republican members of the soard of

Jones was sec- 
cretary of the Board of Freeholders, of 
which the Governor was a member. It 
is probable that he will be appointed 
on some of the State boards to be cre- 
ated by the Legislature if the Gover- 
nor’s program goes through. 
Major Appointee Ineligible 

It és probable. that the Governor's 
next appointment will be in connection 
with the Public Service Commission. 
The Governor has learned that Roscoe 
Patterson, appointed as counsel! for the 
commission by Gov. Major, was not 
eligible, being ander the age required 
by law. Unless Patterson resigns vol- 
untarily in the near future he probably 
will be removed from the office. There 
are many applicants for appointments 
to the Public Service Commission, but 
there are now no vacancies. Former 
State Auditor John P. Gordon and for 
mer Secretary of State Roach were both 
eager to be appointed. It is not likely 
that Gordon will receive any appoint- 
ment under the Gardner administra- 
tion.

SAYS DEWEY LEARNED GERMANY. 
INTENDED SEIZING PHILIPPINES 


Senater Smith Declares Admiral Told 
Him This Was Ven. Diederichs“ 
Purpose in Sailing Into Manila Bay. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—United States 
Senator William Alden Smith, speaking 
at the Michigan Society dinner last 
night, said that two weeks before his 
death Admiral Dewey had told him that 
in 1898 the German fleet, under com- 
mand of Admiral von Diederich, sailed 
into Manila Bay for the purpose of seiz- 
ing the Philippines and becoming its 
first Governor-General. After the din- 
ner the Senator added that Admiral 
Dewey did not know exactly what was 
behind the move at the time, and for 
this reason <'d not incorporate in his 
biography. 

„J learned later,“ he said the Ad- 
miral declared, “that the Philippines 
were to be the great German possession 
in the far East. Terms of the purchase 
had been spoken of before the war, and 
Spain was not prone to accept until 
she saw America would win. Admiral 
von Diederich continually communicated 
with certain persons against my wishes, 
and finally I told him that, by God, 
if he wanted war he could have it. Then 
the fleet withdrew.”

CELEBRATED IN GERMANY 


President Wilson Sends Cable Gon- 
gratulating Kaiser on Fifty- 
Eighth Anniversary. 


BERLIN, via London, Jan. 27.—The 
German Emperor's fifty-eighth birth- 
day today is the occasion of the as- 
semblage of rulers and statesmen of 
teh Central Powers at German Great 
Headquarters.

C. W. Johnson, Herman Mauch, 
Richard Murphy and Edward A. Raithel 
were appointed to draw up resolutions 
on the death of the superintendent. The 
resolutions will be read at an adjourned 
meeting Monday afternoon. Teachers 
and principals met at Soldan High 
School Auditorium this morning to 
adopt resolutions. 

Wife Died in 1914. 

Besides his brother, Blewett is sur- 
vived by two sisters, Misses Avis and 
Lucy Blewett. His home was at 3405 
Hawthorne avenue. His wife died in 
1914

of the West at a meeting at the Willard 
Hotel in Washington of the Committee 
on Education of the Congress of Con- 
structive Patriotism. hre committee 
was discussing a plan of propaganda to 
spread the preparedness idea.

For #0 
years I have been in close contact with 
the women teachers of this country and 
I can resent an implication that they 
are not as patriotic and as interested tn 
this matter of preparedness as any 
others. You cannot afford to antagonize 
this great force.“ |

ON PEACE 


ADDRESS MORE FAVORABLE 


High Officials Said to Be Deeply Impressed and 
Likely to Co-operate With President 
in Effort to End War.

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—I am able to re- 
flect certain views regarding President 
Wilson’s peace move held in the very 


Khighest quarters. These authoritative 
quarters are deeply impressed by Presi- 
dent Wilson’s humanity. and the high 
moral tone of his message to the world. 
A careful study of the historic document 
has created the feeling that President 
Wilson is not only very much in earnest, 
but, what is more important, absolutely 
nonpartisan, and, both as to spirit and 
contents, real neutrality Is read between 
the lines. 
The first feeling that President WII 
son is too Utopian; that he has set up 
ideals of no real practical value for end- 
ing the world conflict, and at most 
realizable in the distant future, is ap- 
parently giving way to the feeling that 
perhaps the President, after all, is work- 
ing along practical lines. 

Likely to Co-operate. ~ 
The present attitude In these highest 
quarters is distinctly friendly to Presi- 
dent Wilson's efforts to restore peace to 
the world, and it may be taken as cer- 
tain that nothing will be said or done 
by the central Powers to thwart them. 
On the contrary, there are some ei- 
dences that Mr. Wilson can count on 
the reasonable co-operation of the re- 
sponsible Governments of the central 
Powers in keeping the door of peace 
open. 
The German view rather continues to 
be that peace negotiations can only be 
conducted directly with their enemies, 


and there is no sign yet of a possible 


departure from this. Nevertheless, 
Count Tisza’s statement in the Hungari- 
an Parliament may be considered as 
preliminary and not an unfriendly in- 
direct answer of the central Powers to 
President Wilson, and more may be ex- 
pected to be forthcoming. These an- 
swers, whether direct or indirect, would 
reiterate the sincerity of Germany's 
original peace proposal, and intimate 
that it still holds good; that while fully 
prepared to continue a defensive war, 
the central Powers are ready at any 
time to make their peace conditions 
known at a conference in a neutral 


While the logical next move in the in- 
tricate diplomatian game would super- 
ficially seem to be for the central Powers 
to show their hand and make their con- 
crete peace terms officially known to 
President Wilson and the world, there 
appears no possibility of this at present. 
An official told me, as his personal 


opinion. that Germany would not make 


her peace terms known as & result of 
President Wilson's message, and could 
not do so except at a preliminary con- 
ference as proposed by the central Pow- 
ers. 

His argument was that the conditions 
which the central powers had been pre- 
pared to offer, and which, of course, 
may now have to be revised and stif- 
feneé—the price of peace going up like

A man and a woman 
were on the rear seat and he saw them 
fall, the man falling first, the witness 
said. The automobile, which had been 
running slowly, ran into a fence and 
stopped. Pittman testified he then saw 
the man in the front seat climb on the 
running board and fire several more 
shots into the rear of the car, and 
heard a man's vaice say: 

“Crystal, why did you make me doit?“ 
The man, who locked like he was stag- 
gering, then hurried away, Pittman 
said.

Very cautiously I stick 
just the tip of the periscope above the 
surface at intervals of a few minutes, 
take the position of the steamer in a 
second, and, like a flash, pull it down 


again. x 
This second was sufficient for me to 


see what I, wanted to see. The steamer 
was to starboard and was heading at a 
good speed across our bows. To judge 
from the foaming waves which were 
thrown off from the bows I calculated 
that her speed must be about sixteen 
knots. 

The hunter knows how important it is 
to have a knowledge of speed at which 
his prey is moving.

Carefully Calculated Speed.

James E. Smith, Ben Brinkman and Philip B. 
Fouke, appointed to the Police Board, are men of 
excellent character and ability. All of them are 
successful business men. Mr. Smith, who is slated 
for the head of the board, has been prominectly 
identified with public activities and organizations 
in promoting the city’s welfare. A board com- 
posed of men of this kind should bring the Police 
department to a high state of efficiency. 

Edward S. Lewis, who is named for Excise Com- 
missioner, has had a long and honorable career 
in business. He was one of the active suppcrters 
of the Folk reform movement. It is a fair expec- 
tation that he will enforce the excise law and 
maintain reasonable and effective regulation of 
saloons within the law. | 

Xenophon Wilfley, Charles J. Lammert and Vin- 
cent Dempsey, the three new members of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, offer a fair 
promise of a satisfactory administration of the 
board. 

The special merit of the appointments is the 
freedom of the appointees from menacing politi- 
cal affiliations or connection with machine par- 
tisanship, which would interfere with efficient 
public service. There are no political haeks 
among them nor any man who has been identified 
with partisan muck. 

Mr. Brinkman declines the appointment, but if 
he persists in his refusal to serve, we assume 
the Governor will find another of the same stand- 
ard of character and ability. It is hoped that 
suitable citizens who are called upon to serve the 
public in support of.a good administration will not 
evade the call. Efficient public service is impossi- 
ble unless honest and efficient men consent to 
take office. 

Gardner’s statement issued with the an- 
nouncement of his appointments gives his appoin- 
tees free hands to serve the city. He turns over 
subordinate appointments to the boards and warns 
them to keep out of polities. |

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USEFUL BILLBOARD DEOISION. 
Billboard interests which imagined that a Fed- 


eral question was involved in an advanced idea 
in billboard regulation adopted by Chicago asked 
for the protection of the United States Courts. 

The Federal Supreme Court holds that it is an 
entirely reasonable exercise of the city’s police 
power to prevent the erection of billboards on any 
residence street unless approved by a majority of 
the property owners. 

In a large area of the country, billboard regula- 
tion has been conducted on the narrow theory of 
obviating danger from fire and from demolition in 
case of storms. Federal approval of Chicago's or- 
dinance will carry much weight with state courts 
‘which might be inclined to hold such enactments 
too restrictive. It opens a new and tolerably wide 
field of regulation. | 
It is another of several recent decisions of sig- 
nificance holding that property under private own- 
ership does not carry with it the right of an un- 
limited use according to old notions, but is sub- 
ject to even the conveniences and comforts, as 
well as more important rights, of the public. 
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The “Tale of a ‘Tub’” is not a very pleasant 
story for taxpayers who read of the acticn of 
seven n Oireuit Judges in the Becker case. 
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MAKING G GUILT PERSONAL. 
One of the proprietors of a Brooklyn shirt fac- 


tory has been sentenced to Sing Sing for two years 
because the factory was not equipped with proper 
exits and 13 employes, in consequence, lost their 
lives in a fire. The Judge who sentenced him 
every properly remarked that a prison sentence 
would be far more effective as a warring to other 
factory owners than the largest fine could pos- 
sibly be. 

Testimony at the trial was that an exit that 
might have enabled the unfortunate workers to 
escape was locked. It is quite possible that the 
employer did not have personal knowledge of 
that. It was his duty to know it, however. lt 
was a responsibility he could not properly dele- 
gate to a subordinate. If he was guilty of wrong- 
doing at all it was a personal guilt and should 
receive personal punishment. Once that idea, 
which has long been developing in this country, 
becomes a generally accepted tenet of the law, pre- 
ventable industrial accidents will be reduced to a 
minimum. Tendencies which damage suits and 
fines have been unable to cure may be expect- 
ed to respond rapidly to the penitentiary treat- 
ment. . 
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THE TOUCH OF NATURE AT AVON.

tion by cold and lack of food, died at Avon, IIL, 
where he had sought shelter from the exposure 
of the road, it was ascertained that his name was 
Patrick Riley.

tion to the highest place in the system was the 
logical outgrowth of conscientious and capable 
effort.

Mr, Blewett was a born teacher. Doubtless 
he could have succeeded in other fields of en- 
deavor, yet it is hard to imagine him as any- 
thing except a teacher.

Scholarly, yet not pedantic, he brought to any 
subject he wrote upon a fine mental equipment 
and a charm and grace of expression that were 
hallmarks of a superior intelligence. His depart- 
ure has left a place that will be hard to fill. 
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‘‘BONEDRY’’ GUN-TOTING BILL. 

Present laws for the preventing of gun-toting 
deal with the individual possessor of fire arms and 
are effective only in exceptional instances. 

The bill devised by Chief Allender of the St. 
Louis Detective Bureau would solve the problem 
by regulating the sale of revolvers, pistols and 
similar weapons. It provides that no wholesaler 
shall sell or have in his stock for purposes of sale 
any wéapon of this character which does not bear 
the name of the maker, the model in fire arms to 
which it belongs and a serial number which shall 
not be the same as that on any other weapon of 
like make and model. 

No person other than a wholesaler shall sell or 
borrow or loan or trade or deliver or receive any

superintendent of the public schools. His eleva- 
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receiver hag first obtained at a cost of $2 a per- 
mit or license from a Judge of the Circuit Court of 
the county. 

The permit must contain a full description of the 
weapon and names of the person obtaining it and 
the person from whom it is obtained. It author- 
izes a purchase for only 30 days after its issuance, 
when it must be returned to the clerk of the court, 
who preserves a full record of applications for 
permits and the action thereon. The maximum 
penalties under the bill are $5000 fine and a year 
in jail. Present laws relating to the unauthor- 
ized carrying of weapons remain in force. 

The. bill embodies the practical experience of 
the Police Department and is asked for by the de- 
partment officials as a help in efforts to reduce 
the number of homicides. 

Chief 8: E. Allender shows that while the pop- 
ulation of the United States has increased 60 per 
cent in 20 years, homicides have increased 300 per 
cent. St. Louis in 1915 had 103 cases of homicide, 
or 15.9 for each thousand in city population. The 
rate per thousand is steadily increasing here, as 
elsewhere, having grown from an average of 12 
per thousand in the period from 1905 to 1909. 

Chicago’s average of one murder for each day 
in the year except Sundays is appalling enough, 
but while its actual number of murders for 1915 is 
211, or twice St. Louis’, its rate per thousand of 
population is 8.7. St. Louis’ is 50 per cent more. 
This city stands ninth among American cities in 
the frequency of murder. 

The preparations of the police to deal vigorous- 
ly with the problem are gratifying. They should 
be afforded all reasonable aid in new legisia- 
tion.

Our Living Habits a Mat- 
ter of Tradition and 
Custom and Not of Wise 
Judgment, He Declares 
—American Hurry Be- 
gets American Dyspep- 
sia—Avoid Worry and 
Hurry and Acquire Hap- 
piness Habit. 


By NIXOLA GREELEY-SMITH. 
＋ HERE are 600,000 unnecessary 
T deaths every year in the United 
States,” said Irving Fisher, 
professor of Political Economy of 
Yale University and chairman of the 
Hygiene Reference Board of the Life 
Extension Institute. America loses an- 
nually several army corps because it 
has inherited a medieval indifference to 
the care of the human body. Americans 
die because they do not know how to 
live.” 
Prof. Fisher went to New York to tel 
the members of the diet squad, which 
his institute is now feeding according to 
scientific and life saving principles, just 
what they must do to increase their ex- 
pectation of life. Prof. Fisher believes 
that if Americans live properly, that 
this, in accordance with the 15 rules of 
health laid down by the life Extension 
Institute, they may learn ultimately how 
to live to the good old age of the proph- 
ets and other Biblical personages. 


Man Ought to Live te 100 or 125 
Years. 


„The life of mammals other than 
man, Prof. Fisher told me, is five 
times the period of growth. Man does 
not reach his full growth till he is 26. 
Logically, therefore, his expectation of 
life should be 100 or even 125 years.” 
Why don't. we live as long as we 
should?” I asked Prof. Fisher—not that 
my personal ambitions lean to longevity, 
but because so many other people be- 
lieve that is the thing to achieve. 

“Because we don’t know how to eat,“ 
Prof. Fisher answered. We don’t know 
how to live. We have been drifting 
for generations, and our eating habits 
and our other customs are largely mat- 
ters of accident, of imitation, not of 
science, 

We know what science has done for 
methods of warfare, what it has done 
for industry, what changes it has 
wrought in manufacturing, even in our 
own day; but what influence has it had 
on our modé of living? Our living hab- 
its remain a matter of tradition, of cus- 
tom, and not of wise judgment. 

“The report of the Roosevelt Con- 
servation Commission, of which I was 
a member, showed over 600,000 un- 
necepsary deaths every year in the 
United States which could have been 
saved by applying present scientific 
knowledge regarding the needs and 
the care of the body. The saving of 
this mumber of lives would add fif- 
teen years to the average length of 
life and very greatly to our working 
years, our earning power, our happi- 
ness and achievement. 

“You must learn how to eat in 
moderation, slowly, and get away 
from this terrible American hurry, 
which leads to Ameriean dyspepsia. 
Pletcherising can be overdone, but 
we should masticate our food very 
thoroughly, and generally we do not 
‘Fietcherise’ enough. 

Find Out What's Wrong With Your 
Machine. 

“Ninety-nine out of one hundred 
reople, while not always seriously im- 
paired, are impaired, just as one finds 
in any machine loosened nuts and 
screws, something rusted, something 
worn. Our hearts, livers, lidneys, 
nervous systems, are working every 
day and experiencing wear and tear. 
We want to observe how our bodily 
machines are running, whether there 
is not needed a little oll, trimming 
up, rest, tonic; and the exact, needs 
can never be guessed at, but only de- 
termined by careful physical exami- 
nation. An annual inspection by a 
physician is indispensable to the 
preservation of health. 

“Americans eat too much—particular- 
ly we eat too much meat and other pro- 
tein foods. The soft, pappy foods to 
which we have accustomed ourselves 
are not authorised by anything scien- 
tific, and they have undoubtedly caused 
a degeneration of the ‘civilized’ mouth 
and teeth, which permits of the devel-

EN years ago agents of the Bureau 
7 of Plant Industry turned their at- 
tention to paprika pepper. We 
don’t know what headed them toward 
pepper, and the report of thelr werk 
doesn’t tell us. Paprika peprer is prob- | 
ebly a mighty small item in our na- 
tional food budget. Up to that time, we 
imperted all that we used from Hun- 
gary and Spain. Our agents studied the 
characteristics of the plant, and the 
sojl, climate und cultivation that it re- 
quired. Then they came back to this 
country to diecover where paprika pep- 
rer could be profitably grown here. 

Down in Florence County, South Caro- 
lina, they found what appeared to be 
the required soll, climate ard labor en- 
ditions. Moreover, the land there was 
rot giving a really profitable account of 
itself. After the department had provad 
by their own ekperiments that paprika 
pepper could be successfully grown in 
South Carolina, they furnished its seed 
to a group of farmers who agreed to 
grow it under their directions. This 
was to insure a product of a proper 
standard. 

The industry is now fairly well estad - 
lished, and if ever we should be at war 
with Hungary and Spain at the same 
time probably South Carolina could sup- 
ply all the jaded palates of this coun-, 
try with a standard brand of paprika

GETS FIGHT OCCASIONALLY 


That’s Fun, and Bumping Air 
Bumps Gives a Little Sport 
at Times. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Jan. 2.—‘It’s exciting at 
times, but generally speaking it’s rather 
less sport than a motor cycle,” says a 
“wing” subaltern of the British flying 
corps. He chatted while tinkering with 
his machine—one of the latest types in a 
war that is changing and developing the 
aeroplane almost from hour to hour. 
There were marvels of the air two 
years ago that have no more relation 
to the machines of today than the 
clumsy attempts of a barnyard fowl to 
the flight of a swallow. An aerial scout 
that cannot register in the neighbor- 
hood of 140 miles an hour cannot be 
classed as truly modern. This speed is 
called for in “level air,“ not in running 
“down hill” or in diving out of a loop. 
You may attain 180 miles an hour doing 
that. 

“The fighting's fun,“ the subaltern 
said, dut you can’t always induce the 
Germans to come up and have a go. 
They prefer most of the time to stop 
on the ground and set ‘archies’ (anti- 
aircraft guns) on you with their noisy 
shrapnel shells. It’s when you go pad- 
dling through the air on patrol duty 
for four or five hours and nothing hap- 
pens that flying becomes monotonous. 
I.: spite of the almost unbelievable speed 
at which you go, you have no sense 
of speed whatever—nothing like the thrill 
of 40 or 50 miles an hour in a motor 
with the trees whizzing by and a bumpy 
road beneath you. 

Bumpy Air Makes Sport. 

Sometimes the air is bumpy, too, and 
that’s good sport. To collide with an 
air bump is almost like hitting a big 
rock in the road. They generally lurk 
near a cloud bank and give you an 
awful jolt when you least expect it. On 
dull days, when the air is smooth you 
can get a little practice and excitement 
by throwing her about a bit, for when 
you get to close quarters in a fight 
you need all the stunts she'll do. In 
the air one doesn’t even get the sensa- 
tion of the wind that you get on the 
ground. When you are running 90 or 
100 miles an hour a little wind more or 
less makes no impression upon you.” 

It was not so long ago that a 10-mile 
breeze would upset all flying plans for 
a day; now nothing short of a hurricane 
deters the aviators. They laugh at a 
gale and can almost take a nap while 
riding a 30-mile wind. 

The cabin! of a modern aeroplane 
suggests the pilot house of a yacht in 
miniature. Everything is finished in 
hardwood and there are polished nickel 
instruments to indicate speed, height, 
angle and everything an airman — 
to know. There are ingenious sights 
for the guns and range finders for bomb 
dropping, and a little device to tell that 
the bombs have been properly released. 

When he is tucked away only the pi- 
lot’s head is visible above the free- 
board. Directly in front of him is a 
tiny little half-moon of a windshield. 

“You can lower that in summer time 
and get more air,“ the subaltern said. 

“But what about winter time?“ 

“Oh,” he replied, “that all depends 
upon the machine. This little scout, for 
mstance, with the engine in front, is as 
warm as toast even at 15,000 feet up and 
with the mercury below zero. You get 
all the warmth of the exhaust and stay 
up indefinitely. The plane with the pro- 
pellor and engine in front is a tractor.

THE TIDE OF IMMIGRATION. 
RANK JULIAN WARNE’S book. 
— “The Tide of Immigration,“ is 
rather timely. In the first place, 
we are n&w wishing that more immi- 
grants camp to our shores, since there 
is more labor than workers: secondly, 
because we are speculating as to what 
effect the cessation of the European 
war will have on immigration, and, 
thirdly, Congress is engaged in trying 
to restrict immigration by enacting a 
literacy test. Mr. Warne's book, there- 
fore, comes in a time when a discussion 
on the subject is very welcome. | 

The author takes the middle ground 
in the controversy. He examines the 
tide of immigration, how it ebbs and 
flows, and he also looks into the com- 
position of the tide. He reminds the 
restrictionist that on the whole the 
percentage of immigrants compared to 
total population is smaller than it ever 
was. The larger our own population, 
the larger the number of immigrants 
we can assimilate. 

While Mr. Warne. has written a good 
book, he has failed completely in that 
he has not told his readers of impor- 
tant experiments in distribution of im- 
migrants: tit is rather strange, since 
he devotes a chapter on distribution as 
a remedy. He should have told of the 
important experiment carried on for 
about 15 years by the Industrial Re- 
moval Office of New York, with D. 
M. Bressler as its manager. The office 
distributed Jewish immigrants to va- 
rious parts of the country where oppor- 
tunities were better than in New York 
City. Thousands of families and indi- 
viduals were directed to places where 
their work was wanted. 

The Federal Government could learn 
some useful lessons from the Industrial 
Removal Office activities. If we are 
preparing for an increased immigration 
-—and no one is certain about that—it 
would be well that we look into the mat- 
ter of distribution. (Appleton's.)

HEALTH INSURANCE, 

OW that many states have their 
Workmen Compensation laws and 
Employer’s Liability laws, the at- 

tention of sociologists is turning to 
health insurance. This phase of prac- 
tical sociology has been known as 
“sickness’’ insurance, but since health 
is to be promoted by this reform it is 
wise to call it health insurance. New 
York is now engaged in a campaign for 
this important social reform. 

The need of this sort of insurance is 
quite evident. The working Man can 
barely make “ends meet in normal 
times and when sickness comes the fam- 
ily becomes demoralized. Not only are 
the expenditures larger, but the income 
either stops completely or partially. 
There is hardly any greater calamity 
that can come into the life of a work- 
ing class family than sickness. 

Yet sickness is not really an indi- 
vidual affair. It is a social symptom 
and its results are social in nature. 
The health of the individual depends 
largely on working conditiéns, on 
wages, on housing and a number of 
other matters, beyond the immediate 
control of the individual worker. It 
appears jpst that the community should 
help look after those who suffer as a 
result of these conditions. 

How this may be accomplished is set 
forth in an excellent little book 
“Standards of Health Insurance, by 
I. M. Rubinow, M. D., Ph. D., who is 
the leading expert on social insurance 
in this country. Dr. Rubinow has made 
a careful study of this particvlar sub- 
ject and his book is of great value at 
this time when the country is beginning 
to think of social insurance. The au- 
thor tells of the experience of other 


countries, along these lines and shows 9: 


how the best may be adopted by us 
and the errors evaded. (Henry Holt 
Co.). 

THE STORY OF A VISION, 

O an American woman, a few dec- 
ades ago, as to two great proph- 
ets of Israel, came a vision of the 

glory of the coming of the Lord,“ loos- 
ing ‘‘the fateful lightnings of his terrible 
swift sword” in war.
